party is not necessarily healthy for a 
vibrant democratic process. 

Whatever the Conservative group 
wants, it will face no real opposition 
to deliver. 

But then Ukip never really offered 
much in the way of opposition over the 
past four years - almost invisible as 
they have been at county council level. 

Labour, however, must now be 
only too aware what a mountain 
they face come June 8. Kent has 
possibly never been so defiantly 
Conservative and the prospect of any 
seat going to any party other than 
that of Theresa May’s seems like 
pure fantasy. 

However, perhaps the biggest 
issue is the lacklustre turnout - 
with just over 30 per cent 
bothering to vote. It does lend 
credibility to the claim that 
Ukip activated those disillu¬ 
sioned with politics. And having 
made their voice heard 
they have disap¬ 
peared once more. 
Until the next 
time, at least.

Could children’s centres 
close as budget squeezed? 



THREAT: Children's centres could close under council proposals

ALL children’s centres across 
Medway could be forced to close as 
the council looks to reform its 
services for young families under 
growing budget pressures. 

Council chiefs will discuss the 
radical proposals on Tuesday in a 
crunch meeting to decide how best 
to meet its statutory responsibili¬ 
ties for early years services. 

As cash from central govern¬ 
ment dries up, the local authority is 
looking to pour more resources 
into children and families in most 
need in the district. 

Closing all centres, and reinvest¬ 
ing funding into other service 
priorities, is one of three options 
members will discuss. 

The alternatives are organising 
centre staff in a single, centrally- 
based team that works with 
families in local venues across 
Medway, or creating four ‘super 
hub’ centres. 

Creation of the hubs, located in 
Gillingham and Twydall; Luton 
and Rainham; Strood, Peninsula 
and Rochester West; and Rochester 
East, Chatham and Walderslade is 


the council’s recommended option 
but all three will go out to public 
consultation. 

These four areas have been 
identified to reflect local need and 
demand for services, and while it is 
far too early to earmark any 
potential venues, each would have 
large enough premises to allow for a 
range of family and group activities. 

If given the green light following 
consultation, these centres would 
combine children’s centre services for 


0-5-year-olds, with early help teams 
who work with families and children 
who are aged five and upwards. 

Tory councillor Andrew 
Mackness said: “This is all about 
looking at what we have and 
thinking innovatively about how 
we can transform the service we 
already offer for families and 
young people in Medway. 

“The welfare of children and 
families in Medway and helping 
them realise their potential 


remains a top priority for the 
council and we are committed to 
finding a different but effective way 
of continuing to provide good early 
years services for Medway families. 

“The option being recommended 
for consultation would allow us to 
continue to deliver quality 
children’s services with a particu¬ 
lar focus on those most in need.” 

The consultation is planned to 
start on Tuesday, May 23 and will 
run for six weeks. 


Tories pile on pressure 
to hospital trust chief 
to protect city’s site 


POLITICIANS Julian Brazier and 
Helen Whately have written to the 
chief executive of an under-fire 
health trust calling for an acute 
hospital and medical school to ease a 
growing crisis in Canterbury. 

East Kent Hospitals University 
NHS Foundation Trust has been 
widely criticised in recent weeks 
after announcing stroke patients will 
temporarily not be taken to Kent & 
Canterbury but instead to other 
hospitals in Ashford and Margate. 

It followed the trust’s decision to 
move more than half of the junior 
doctors at the Canterbury site to the 
William Harvey and QEQM, due to a 
lack of permanent consultant 
doctors who oversee and support 
their training. 

Additionally, it announced 
hundreds of patients attending the 
K&C’s urgent care centre by 
ambulance would instead be taken 
to the emergency departments at the 
other east Kent hospitals. 

The trust says its controversial 


decisions are being made to maxim¬ 
ise patient safety and insists no 
permanent changes would be made 
without public consultation. 

Now Sir Julian Brazier and Helen 
Whately, who are seeking re-election 
in the constituencies of Canterbury 
and Faversham and Mid Kent in the 
general election, have met with trust 
chief executive Matthew Kershaw. 

In a letter sent to hammer home 
the message, the pair said: “We 
believe that the forthcoming 
consultation should propose an 
acute hospital at Canterbury. 

“This should be included in at least 
one of the options, otherwise you will 
not be giving residents a genuine 
choice. Secondly, Kent would benefit 
enormously from a medical school to 
attract the brightest and best 
doctors, nurses and other health 
professionals here.” 

Mrs Whately added: “Everyone 
recognises things have to change, so 
now is the moment to seize the 
initiative and be ambitious.” 


Dumped spaniel had claws 
'forcibly removed', says vet 


AN investigation is under way by 
the RSPCA after a spaniel was found 
by the side of a busy road after 
having her claws forcibly removed. 

The black and white pooch was 
dumped in a bush on the A20 at 
Harrietsham, between Ashford and 
Maidstone, on Tuesday night. 

A passer-by found the aniaml 
and took the one-year-old bitch, 
named Flick, to a nearby vet. 


An RSPCA spokesperson said: 

1 ‘She had no form of identification 
and isn’t microchipped so we’re 
unsure as to where she’s come from. 

‘ ‘She has a docked tail and some 
really nasty wounds on her feet and 
her legs. Vets believe she has had 
her claws forcibly and traumatically 
removed, while her legs are 
covered in pressure sores and 
urine scald.” 


Could 40mph limit finally be 
lifted from A20 at Dover? 


AN ‘ ‘absurd’ ’ 40mph speed limit on 
the main road approaching Dover 
must be axed as soon as possible, the 
transport secretary has been told. 

Constituency Tory candidate 
Charlie Elphicke met Chris 
Grayling to put pressure on the 
government in scrapping the limit 
on the A20, after Highways 
England agreed to make the speed 
limit variable last autumn. 


Mr Elphicke said: ‘ ‘First of all they 
said they would have this absurd 
speed limit gone by March. Then 
they said it won’t be gone until June. 

‘ ‘Yet again they show they are not 
fit for purpose and have failed to get 
on with the job. They continue to 
subject local people to delays. 

Highways England says work 
would be complete by the end of 
July. 
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Jail for driver who smashed into beauty salon 
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A DANGEROUS driver who smashed his car in Thanet 
into a beauty salon, causing thousands of pounds worth 
of damage, is this weekend starting a jail sentence. 

Daniel Wisdom. 25. from Minster, near Ramsgate, 
admitted charges of careless driving, driving whilst 
disqualified, no insurance and no MOT at Margate 
magistrates. He was sentenced to 120 days behind 


bars. 

Wisdom suffered life-changing injuries in the crash 
while his two 15-year-old passengers were also hurt 
when he smashed at 1.45am on September 17 last year 
on Tothill Street. PC Christopher Oliver-Jones said: 
“This sentence sends out a strong message that drivers 
will be held accountable for their actions.”

Horrific car crash claims 
the lives of musicians as 
thousands are donated

TRIBUTES have been paid to two 
young popular musicians killed in an 
horrific crash on the A20 in Farning- 
ham, near Dartford, in the early 
hours of last Saturday morning. 

Dartford’s Mike Crampton, key¬ 
board player with local band The 
Pisdicables and friend James Mon- 
tegriffo, from Gibraltar, were killed 
and eight other people injured as a 
result of the smash in Eglantine 
Lane just after 1.20am on April 29. 

Both victims, on their way to see 
friends in West Kingsdown, were 23. 

Another man was airlifted to a 
London hospital with serious inju¬ 
ries. Seven others were treated for 
less serious injuries. 

Mr Crampton’s family said: 
“Michael was a loving son, an incred¬ 
ible brother and the best friend that 
anybody could have. There are no 
words to encapsulate the sheer joy 
and happiness Michael brought to so 
many. A sense of humour, his pres-

ence in the room brought a smile to 
every face. A brilliant young man 
with great ambition and a great mu¬ 
sician, an amazing array of friends 
and a heart filled to the brim with the 
deepest love for everyone.” 


Officers are continuing to appeal for 
information from witnesses who may 
have seen the collision, which hap¬ 
pened at around 1.20am. They would 
like to hear from anyone who saw a 
black Vauxhall Insignia with a 61 reg¬ 
istration plate being driven on the 
A20 from the direction of Brands 
Hatch towards Swanley. A blue Citro¬ 
en Berlingo van and a white VW Polo 
were also involved in the collision. 

A fundraising page set up in hon¬ 
our of the two friends, launched on 
Wednesday, swamped the initial 
£500 target within 24 hours with 
more than £2,000 pledged - a 
number that continued to grow 
throughout the week. 

Writing on their Facebook page, 
the band said: “I can’t even begin to 
tell you how much we are hurting 
right now. We have lost our brother, 
an incredible and unique human 
who will be irreplacable to everyone 
who was lucky enough to know him. 
We love you Mike.”

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Petitions on hold as 
parliament dissolves 

PETITIONS gathering thousands of signatures 
against controversial transport proposals in Kent 
are being stopped in their tracks by the general 
election. 

Thousands have already voiced their opposition 
to government suggestions such as changes to rail 
services in the county, and the decision to locate 
the Lower Thames Crossing east of Gravesend. 

However, the online petitions closed at midnight 
on Monday when parliament officially dissolved 
ahead of the election on June 8. 

The government is obliged to respond to 
petitions with 10,000 signatures, while those 
which reach 100,000 signatures must be consid¬ 
ered for a debate in parliament. 

Thus far, more than 2,500 have signed a 
document calling on the government to change 
the Lower Thames Crossing decision and 5,000 
against proposals to remove some services from 
stopping at stations between Tonbridge and 
Ashford under the next rail franchise. 


Hospital trust given

Andy Trotter, chair of Oxleas NHS, said:' ‘I would 
like to thank everyone for their efforts in making 
improvements where they were needed. This new 
rating reflects not only their hard work but the 
commitment of staff across the whole organisation, 
who go above and beyond on a daily basis.’ ’ 

Ify Okocha, medical director, added: “I am 
confident we will be able to maintain this and even do 
better.” 


Hackers post onto 
council's Twitter feed 

BOSSES at Medway Council were left red-faced on 
Tuesday night after the local authority’s Twitter 
account was taken over by hackers.

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Council slammed over pool’s 
norovirus outbreak findings

AN outbreak of vomitting bug norovirus, 
caused by a dye to change the colour of the 
water to blood red for a Halloween event, has 
been slammed by council opponents. 

A report by Public Health England (PHE) 
into the incident at Rainham’s Splashes lei¬ 
sure complex, was published on Friday. 

The outbreak made 120 people ill. 

The investigation confirmed chlorine levels 
in the pool at the start of the day last October 
were at a level which means norovirus should 
not have been able to spread in the water. 
However further checks were not formally re¬ 
corded by staff after 2pm, and it was not clear 
whether chlorine levels were maintained 
above recommended levels for this period. 
PHE said this went against the council’s own 
standard procedures. 

During special themed pool parties dye is 
added to the water and the chlorine level is 
knowingly lowered, but remains within na¬ 
tional pool water advisory guidelines, to al¬ 
low for the dye to take effect. 

PHE concluded that “prompt and robust 
actions undertaken by leisure management 
and Medway Council’s environmental 
health team in response to the reported out¬ 
break mitigated further risks to pool users”. 


Medway Council’s portfolio holder for com¬ 
munity services Howard Doe said: “I would 
like to say again on behalf of the council that 
we are sorry to those who felt unwell after en¬ 
joying the pool party. This was a rare and iso¬ 
lated incident for Medway.” 

But Andy Stamp, Labour group spokes¬ 
man for community services said: “Whilst I 
am pleased Cllr Doe has finally apologised to 
the public, it shouldn’t have needed an in- 
depth public investigation and six months to 
pass for him to do so. 


“PHE’s findings are pretty damning and 
this norovirus outbreak could have been 
avoided. Medway Council knowingly and 
intentionally reduced the chlorine dose in 
the pool in order for the red pool dye to take 
effect, putting public health at risk. To 
make matters worse, the council was una¬ 
ble to demonstrate to PHE that the chlorine 
levels in the pool were high enough to meet 
national guidelines because it did not keep 
sufficient records of the chlorine checks 
that were made.” 


Cops arrest six after 
morning drugs bust 

SIX people arrested as part of a drugs bust by 
police in Margate have been released pending 
further enquiries. 

Officers raided a property in King Street on 
Tuesday and seized approximately 700 small 
packets of what they believe to be cocaine and 
heroin in addition to about £2,000 in cash. 

Those arrested include people from Margate, 
Ashford, London and Herefrodshire.

The new mums include delivery suite co-ordi- 
nator Kelly Gray who gave birth to baby Chloe in 
September. 
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Marathon runner gets both 
his stolen car and medal back 



A CAR stolen from a London 
Marathon runner just hours after 
he completed the famous race last 
month has been found. 

Andrew Barrs, 44, from Broad- 
stairs, had been left heartbroken 
after his Citroen C4 with his medal, 
children’s toys and sentimental 
photos inside was pinched by 
thieves on April 23 in Gillingham. 

The Southeastern production 
manager ran the 26-mile course 
last April for the first time to raise 
money for children with cancer, 10 
years after his brother, Jason, was 
first diagnosed with myeloma 
(pictured). Despite a bone marrow 
transplant from Andrew, Jason died 
weeks later aged just 45. 

The car was stolen as he stopped 
with his son at the McDonald’s 
restaurant in the High Street. 


His medal and running vest were 
later found in a nearby garden and 
police have confirmed the car was 
recovered in Boundary Road, 
Chatham, when officers also 
arrested a 45-year-old woman from 


Gillingham. She was then released 
from custody pending further 
enquiries.

PM faces pressure from 
Essex over crossing route 


THE prime minister has been 
grilled over last month’s 
decision to locate the Lower 
Thames Crossing east of 
Gravesend. 

Theresa May met with 
Conservative candidate for 
Thurrock, Jackie Price-Doyle, last 
week to discuss the route, with 
her Essex constituency set to be 
severely affected by the plans. 

The Department for Trans¬ 
port announced some £6bn 
was to be invested in a crossing 
which would run from the M2 5 
near North Ockendon, via the 
A13 at Orsett before crossing 
under the Thames, east of 
Tilbury and Gravesend. 

A new link road will then 
take traffic to the A2 near 
Shorne, close to where the route 
becomes the M2. 

Campaigners in north Kent 


have vowed to keep fighting 
against the decision, with the 
Lower Thames Crossing 
Association group accusing 
Highways England of manipulat¬ 
ing data in its consultation 
report. 

Gravesham Tory candidate 
Adam Holloway has also said 
the route must be opposed. 

Ms Price-Doyle said: “I have 
been fighting this route since it 
was first proposed in 2009. This 
proposed route is too close to 
people’s homes and I am utterly 
opposed to the new junction on 
the M25. At the moment it is 
just a line on a map, it must be 
changed.” 

However, political figures in 
Dartford, including Conserva¬ 
tive candidate Gareth Johnson, 
insist the government’s decision 
was the correct one.

TRIBUTES have been paid to Len Newton, 
the former leader of Bexley council, who 
passed away this week. 

The Conservative served as a councillor 
for 37 years from 1977 to 2010 and was 
leader for 17.

Voyeur starts prison term 



UNFORGIVABLE: Stuart Wynne rigged up cameras to watch people have sex and using the shower

A PERVERT who rigged 
two houses with covert 
cameras so he could film 
people bathing, shower¬ 
ing and having sex has 
been jailed for voyeurism offences. 

Stuart Wynne, 50, of Ruby Walk in 
King’s Hill, West Mailing, was jailed 
for 30 months by Judge Simon James 
at Canterbury Crown Court after be¬ 
ing charged with 16 offences dating 
from 1998 to 2015. 

During a trial in March he was con¬ 
victed of five offences and was found 
not guilty of the remaining 11. 

Wynne rigged up covert cameras 
in two houses, one in Beltinge, Herne 
Bay, and one in Hoath. 

At the house in Beltinge cameras 
were hidden in the main bathroom, 
under the sink in the downstairs toi¬ 
let, and in a ceiling fan and an infra¬ 
red alarm case in a spare bedroom. 

At the house in Hoath cameras 
were found hidden behind mirrors in 
the main bathroom and the ensuite 
bathroom. 

Discs were discovered at the house 
in Hoath showing images of Wynne’s 
victims showering, bathing, using 
the toilet and having sex. 

Police were alerted in December 
2014 and the defendant arrested. 


He claimed he initially installed the 
cameras because he suspected people 
in the houses were taking drugs, al¬ 
though during an early police inter¬ 
view he admitted secretly filming peo¬ 
ple for his own sexual gratification. 

Sentencing him to 30 months in 
prison for the five offences, Judge 
James said the victims had been “vio¬ 
lated” by Wynne videoing and copy¬ 


ing images of them and he had caused 
a great deal of upset and stress. 

Judge James said the offending had 
involved a “significant” degree of plan¬ 
ning and a “callous” abuse of trust, 
and that instead of admitting he was 
filming for his own sexual gratifica¬ 
tion, Wynne made up stories about 
why he did what he did, seeking to 
blame everyone other than himself. 


Along with the 30 month prison 
sentence, Wynne was also made the 
subject of a 10 year sexual harm pre¬ 
vention order and was placed on the 
Sex Offenders’ Register for 10 years. 

Detective constable Julia Pettman 
said: “Wynne used his professional 
skills as an audio visual specialist to 
rig two houses with hidden cameras. 
His conduct was unforgive able.”

Chorus of criticism grows louder 
over controversial rail proposals

THE chorus of concern over govern¬ 
ment proposals for small Kent sta¬ 
tions in the south eastern rail fran¬ 
chise zone grew ever louder this 
week after campaigners described 
the plans as “madness”. 

The Department for Transport is 
currently consulting on how to 
shape rail services in the county af¬ 
ter 2018 and has caused a stir 
with a number of its suggestions 
since it was launched back in 
March. 

Its latest controversy is proposals 
to change service delivery on the 
line between Ashford and Ton- 
bridge. 

Under the plans, some trains on 
that popular route would no longer 
stop at small, rural stations like 
Pluckley, Headcorn, Staplehurst, 
Marden, and Paddock Wood, in a bid 
to speed up journey times. 

Campaigners at Save Kent Trains 
have previously warned such plans 
would be “disastrous” for local com¬ 
munities and could potentially lead 
to the closure of the stations alto¬ 
gether. 

A petition against the proposals 
was launched and received more than 
10,000 signatures before being closed 
on Wednesday as parliament dis¬ 
solved ahead of the general election. 

When MPs return to Westminster 


in the summer, the government is 
obliged to issue a response to that 
petition as it has done to other docu¬ 
ments outlining opposition to its 
plans. 

The Campaign to Protect Rural 
England and parliamentary candi¬ 
dates for Maidstone and the Weald 
are among those to have thrown 
their weight behind the challenge 
over the last few days. 

CPRE Kent chair, Christine Drury, 
said: “To cut or add uncertainty 
about rail services for villages where 
development is being deliberately fo¬ 
cused because of the stations is mad¬ 
ness. 

“It will lead to more land banking, 
more unbuilt permissions and more 
five-year housing land supply fail¬ 
ures. 

“Plus, there will be uncertainty 
and unfair changes for the commu¬ 
nities already living close to and re¬ 
lying on these stations.” 

Conservative candidate Helen 
Grant said: “I absolutely share the 
deep concerns amongst local people 
about a seemingly ambiguous pro¬ 
posal that could result in a reduction 
of the number of trains on the Sta¬ 
plehurst and Marden line. 

“I firmly believe that this is a time 
where critical commuter services 
from our rural villages need to be 
strengthened. 

“Marden and Staplehurst require 
a train service at least once every 
half an hour in order to accommo¬ 


date the demand. 

“It is important, however, to re¬ 
member that these are draft propos¬ 
als forming just a part of a broad 
consultation into future train serv¬ 
ices in the south east. 

“The government’s commitment 
to holding this consultation, and 
their promise to consider the re¬ 
sponses in full, is in fact an opportu¬ 
nity to put forward our own shop¬ 
ping basket of needs and 
improvements, not just to oppose 
one clearly ridiculous suggestion. 

“I have this week written to the 
secretary of state for transport about 
this issue to get to the bottom of the 
proposal and to voice my strong op¬ 
position to any reduction in services 
from our rural stations. 


TRANSPORT secretary Chris 
Grayling has already been forced 
into defending the consultation a 
number of times in the House of 
Commons over separate proposals 
for services in the north of the 
county and south east London. 

Labour MP Clive Efford told Mr 
Grayling that passengers in the 
region were “incandescent with 
rage” over a suggestion that all 
Metro services on the north Kent 
line between Dartford and 
Charlton, as well as those in 
Greenwich and Bexleyheath, 


“I have also requested an urgent 
meeting with him. Such action 
would have wide-ranging effect on 
rural commuters and would have a 
serious knock-on effect upon sta¬ 
tions not affected.” 

Liberal Democrat candidate Emily 
Fermor added: “It is important we 
reject any attempt to cut services to 
our rural communities. 

“Having been brought up in these 
villages, I know how beautiful they 
are, and it is important for families, 
and for the elderly and disabled, and 
those who rely on transport for 
work, that they continue to be vi¬ 
brant communities with good and 
reliable transport links.” 

In the consultation, the DfT said: 
“We are also exploring various op-

American firm reveals Manston 
plans as Gale questions timing 

News of a fresh £100m investor looking to get planes flying again broke earlier this week, but critics 
wonder if the timing - 24 hours before key figures stood in a local election - was all too convenient

S IR Roger Gale has dismissed 
the announcement of a fresh 
£100m investor in the fu¬ 
ture of Manston airport this 
week as “a kite being flown 
on the eve of an election”. 

It was revealed on Wednesday 
morning that an American logistics 
company was due to meet chiefs at 
Thanet District Council this week in 
pursuit of a compulsory purchase or¬ 
der (CPO) for the 750-acre site. 

The unnamed US firm has roots in 
Europe and is looking for a base to re¬ 
locate 12 aircraft of its clients cur¬ 
rently at a European hub, and sees 
the airport’s location, with close ac¬ 
cess to London and the cross-Chan¬ 
nel ferry ports, as ideal. 

The site is currently owned by boss¬ 
es behind the Stone Hill Park project - 
which aims to deliver 2,500 homes 
and leisure facilities, while insisting 
the area’s history and heritage will be 
respected and maintained - and have 
recently claimed work on their own 
plans could begin as early as this year. 

However, the news was announced 
just 24 hours before voters went to 
the polls to elect county councillors, 
with TDC leader Chris Wells among 
those standing in the vote. 

The Ukip candidate for Cliftonville 
has come under criticism for his 
stance on developments in recent

months, and Sir Roger admitted to 
KoS the timing of the announcement 
was “curious”. Cllr Wells saw Ukip 
sweep to power in Thanet with a 
pledge to re-open Manston - but sub¬ 
sequently has ruled it out. 

Reacting this week, the Conserva¬ 
tive parliamentary candidate for 
Thanet North insisted he believed 
RiverOak Strategic Partners (RSP) 
was still best-placed to get planes fly¬ 
ing on the site once again and said a 
minimum of £150m would be needed 
for the project to upgrade the neces¬ 
sary infrastructure on the site. 

A new UK-operating firm launched 
earlier this year, and RSP announced 
last week it would launch a public 
consultation into its plans to obtain a 
CPO for the site through a develop¬ 
ment consent order (DCO), shortly 
after the general election in June. 

“RiverOak is the only show in 
town,” Sir Roger said. 

“They are utterly loyal, completely 
dedicated and have already invested 
a significant sum of money; they are a 
long way down the track. 

“That said, I am interested in any¬ 
one looking to re-open the airport -1 
would suggest they get in touch with 
RiverOak and make common cause.” 

Sir Roger questioned the stance of 
Cllr Wells, involved heavily in the an¬ 
nouncement, who has supported a 
damning report by Avia Solutions 
which concluded last year that avia¬ 
tion operations on the site were very 
unlikely to be financially viable. 


“It’s accepted that the report was 
not terribly substantial,” Sir Roger 
said. “Wells withdrew his opposition 
to change of use of four buildings on 
the site - why? 

“If he wanted an airport, why 
would he do that? I find it curious that 
someone is coming forward now - 
what’s changed? 

“This is a kite being flown on the 
eve of an election and I would not be 
remotely surprised if it disappears 
into a cloud of dust shortly after.” 

In response to Sir Roger’s com¬ 
ments, Cllr Wells KoS: “I’m not in 
charge of the timing. 

“It’s no more convenient than the 
other stuff RiverOak has been churn¬ 
ing out in concert with the Conserva¬ 
tives’ election campaign. 

“This needs to be done properly and 
legally. If others who are interested in 
investing in the airport independent¬ 
ly choose not to deal with RiverOak 
that is their decision, upon which it 
would not be correct for me to pass 
further comment. 

“The council’s support of the Avia 
report is unchanged - indeed it would 
seem appropriate for the team from 
Avia to cast their rigorous eye over 
any potential partners. 

“Sir Roger will recall RiverOak 
would not submit their plans to such 
rigorous, detailed examination. 

“Of one thing I am certain, what¬ 
ever plans are presented will have to 
take into account the interests of the 
residents of Ramsgate.” 


Dale Crawford, of German-based 
consultancy DTD Consult, which is 
representing the company, said: 
“There is a clear commercial need for 
additional airport capacity in the 
south east. 

“Compared to all the difficulties in¬ 
volved in building extra runways at 
Gatwick or Heathrow, Manston offers 
some clear advantages to ambitious 
operators looking for a speedy solu¬ 
tion to their logistical needs.” 

Local business leader David Foley 
who manages the Thanet & East Kent 
Chamber of Commerce added: “Mr 
Crawford has contacted the chamber 
with an outline of his plans. We un¬ 
derstand that over £100m is available 
for investment. 

“The undoubted success of the off¬ 
shore windfarms has shown how im¬ 
portant it is to our east Kent compa¬ 
nies to welcome inward investors. 

“We will be encouraging our 
chamber members to supply any new 
development with their products and 
services.” 

Reacting to the war of words be¬ 
tween Sir Roger and the council lead¬ 
er, a spokesperson for RSP said: “We 
read this news with interest, al¬ 
though we find it curious that it has 
not come formally from Thanet coun¬ 
cil, but instead from Cllr Wells, who 
has long argued that Manston’s avia¬ 
tion days are surely over. 

“Also it is not clear to us exactly 
what kind of operations are envis¬ 
aged. 


“The word ‘logistics’ is used, which 
could cover anything from executive 
jet travel to night flights for integra¬ 
tor traffic. Nevertheless, we remain 
open minded. 

“Having invested heavily in the re¬ 
search, environmental and business 
planning work required to bring our 
development consent order applica¬ 
tion to public consultation stage, we 
would be happy to meet with this par¬ 
ty, as we have done with other simi¬ 
larly interested parties, to discuss 
how we might work together to max¬ 
imise this additional potential oppor¬ 
tunity.” 

A spokesperson for the Supporters 
of Manston Airport group added: 
“We must make it clear that as cam¬ 
paigners, there are no flying of kites 
here. 

“We want what we have always 
fought for - the return of Manston air¬ 
port, and we have not stopped work¬ 
ing to that end to give it the best pos¬ 
sible chance of success. 

“We have remained open to discus¬ 
sions with any parties that could 
achieve that.” 

Ray Mallon, spokesman for the site 
owners, said bosses would be happy 
to meet with the party, but insisted 
again there were no plans to walk 
away from their own project. 

“Stone Hill Park will continue with 
its plans and I’m absolutely confident 
that this new company’s proposal 
will end up going nowhere just like 
the previous attempt by RiverOak.”

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Gills breathe a 
sigh of relief as 
they survive 
relegation scare 

After a traumatic season which saw the Medway 
team slowly creep towards the drop zone, last 
Sunday they secured the point necessary to be 
certain of League One football next season

ILLINGHAM boss Ady Pennock 
admits securing the club’s 
League One status last Sunday 
made for “an emotional day”. 

The Gills went into their final 
match of the season at Northampton Town 
just one point above Port Vale and the relega¬ 
tion zone. 

In an added twist of irony, their opponents 
were managed by Justin Edinburgh, who 
was sacked as Gills boss by chairman Paul 
Scally at the end of the year. 

Pennock’s side needed to equal or better 
Vale’s result at Fleetwood Town to avoid the 
drop and managed to do that as both match¬ 
es ended goalless. 

The Gills dominated a nervy encounter at 
Sixfields, in which skipper Josh Wright had a 
penalty saved, and Pennock told KoS prior to 
the game his team needed to remain positive 
in order to secure a result. 

“It’s an emotional day to be honest, I’m 
very happy for everybody at the club,” he 
said. 

“This game is phenomenal; you can be so 
happy one minute and down the next. That’s 
why we love it so much. 

“I thought we played very well and I 
thought we deserved the three points, so I've 
got to give the players a lot of credit. I’m very 
happy to have stayed in this league. 

“With everything that’s gone on over the 
last 12 weeks, I thought Port Vale were going 


to score [late on against Fleetwood]. 

“We’ve been tested massively since I’ve 
been here, both in the changing room and off 
the pitch. 

“Somebody said to me that I should write a 
book about the last few weeks; they’ve been 
unbelievably tough. 

“I was desperate for us to score for the fans; 
they were fantastic. I also want to give credit 
to my staff, too, who have worked so hard.” 

When Pennock was appointed at Priest- 
field in January, he was talking up hopes of a 
late surge towards the play-offs, after the 
Gills just missed out on a top six place last 
season, having been top of the table for large 
parts of the campaign. 

He told us last week ahead of the game that 
his players shouldn’t have been in such a pre¬ 
carious position and insists he wants to re¬ 
main in the dugout next season, implement¬ 
ing his own plans to turn the club’s fortunes 
around. 

“I’ve got a project in place to show the 
chairman,” he said. 

“We’ve got to start again; we need to get 
people in who care about this football club.

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Global influence of 
gothic revival's Pugin 

A book has been published focusing on the life and impact 
of an architect who built a legacy from his home in Ramsgate

A BOOK lifting the lid on 
the life and influence of 
architect Augustus Pu¬ 
gin has been published 
by a leading academic at 
the University of Kent. 

Pugin, best known for his gothic 
revival work - most notably the inte¬ 
rior of the Palace of Westminster - 
also designed his own home in Ram¬ 
sgate, where he died at the age of 40 
in 1852. 

Gothic Revival Worldwide: AWN 
Pugin’s Global Influence, was edited 
by Dr Timothy Brittain-Catlin at the 
Kent School of Architecture (KSA) at 
the university. 

He teamed up with the Pugin Soci¬ 
ety and Thanet District Council, and 
relied on contributions from KSA’s Dr 
Henrik Schoenefeldt, an expert on the 
building of Pugin’s Palace of West¬ 
minster and is acting as a consultant 
for the proposed major restoration 
works there. 

Dr Brittain-Catlin explained: “Pu-

gin had an irreversible effect on ar¬ 
chitecture and design at a lot of levels. 
First of all, he offered architects of the 
1840s a completely new approach to 
design. 

“Young architects were bored by 
Georgian architecture, which was 
monotonous and repetitive, and 
worst of all unable to deal with new 
building challenges such as railway 
stations or large, complicated public 


buildings. The gothic revival was 
about taking them back to address¬ 
ing the basic problems of construc¬ 
tion and design and starting afresh. 

“The gothic revival coincided with a 
great period of church building for all 
the religious denominations in Eng¬ 
land and across the English-speaking 
world. Pugin showed architects how 
to design churches that looked like 
dignified, solid buildings for worship 
in contrast to recent cheap structures. 
He revived the ancient crafts of metal¬ 
work, stained glass and tilemaking, 
and is directly or indirectly responsi¬ 
ble for how many town and village 
churches look today. All these things 
changed the status of the architect 
from a draftsman or amateur designer 
to a professional with wide-ranging 
responsibilities. 

“The building of the Palace of 
Westminster occupied Pugin for the 
last eight years of his life and he made 
many thousands of drawings for it. 
One of his last designs was for the Big 
Ben clock tower - the one structure 
that signifies British democracy 
across the world.” 

Around 1840 he had purchased 


land in Ramsgate and built not only a 
large home for himself, The Grange, 
but also the neighbouring St Augus¬ 
tine’s Church. 

It is in the graveyard of the church 
that he is buried. 

Dr Brittain-Catlin added: “The 
book includes chapters from leading 
international scholars on the impact 
of Pugin’s work in Canada, the United 
States, Australia, the South Pacific, 
South America and even China, as 
well as in Europe. 

“Pugin’s architecture in Ramsgate 
has world importance. His house, 
church and presbytery, and his son 


Edward Pugin’s monastery opposite, 
are centrepieces of the gothic revival 
which is increasingly appreciated 
across the globe. 

“The Pugin Society, Thanet District 
Council, as well as the Landmark 
Trust, are bringing visitors to this 
beautiful late Georgian and early Vic¬ 
torian town. 

“This book will be a lasting tribute 
not only to Pugin himself, but also to 
the many people who work so hard to 
celebrate his memory today.”

County gets 
a blue rinse 
as opposition 
disintegrates 

Tom Pyman was at County Hall to get 
reaction and watch the results roll in 
on a dramatic day in local politics. 


U KIP was “annihilated” by 
the Conservatives in a 
hugely one-sided Kent 
County Council election 
which left them without a 
single seat at County Hall. 

It mirrored the national picture 
where the party failed to win repre¬ 
sentation on local authorities up and 
down the country. 

Conservative MP for South Thanet, 
Craig Mackinlay, told KoS in the run 
up to Thursday’s election that he be¬ 
lieved there could be an “absolute 
wipeout” of his former party, which 
surprised everyone by winning 17 
seats on the council four years ago. 

Since then it has suffered some¬ 
thing of an identity crisis post-refer¬ 
endum, with voters clearly strug¬ 
gling to see a purpose for Ukip after 
Britain voted to leave the European 
Union. 

It was perhaps not overly surpris¬ 
ing it failed to win seats in other areas 
of the county, but to end the election 
empty-handed in Thanet, in particu¬ 
lar - a Ukip heartland in recent years, 
where it won control of its first district 
council in 2015 - was indicative of its 
growing decline in the minds of the 
electorate. 

Indeed, party leader Paul Nuttall 
told members on a visit to Margate 
last month the area was “the heart of 
Ukip”. 

Its misery was compounded by the 
fact Thanet District Council leader 
Chris Wells was beaten not only by 
the Conservatives, who won the Clift- 
onville seat he was contesting, but 
also Labour’s Aram Rawf - a former 
refugee who fled Saddam Hussein’s 
Iraq - who finished second. 

A comfortable Conservative victo¬ 
ry was perhaps inevitable in a county 
as traditionally blue as Kent, but even 
Tory chiefs might have been sur¬ 
prised by the magnitude of the land¬ 
slide - winning 67 of the council’s 81 
seats. 

Conservative leader of the council 
Paul Carter admitted while he was 
confident of an increased majority, 
the magnitude of Ukip’s plight was 


greater than expected. 

“That has come as a surprise to 
many people,” he told KoS. 

“We expected the Ukip vote to col¬ 
lapse to some extent but we didn’t ex¬ 
pect to annihilate the Ukip represen¬ 
tation on county councils up and 
down the country. 

“This is at the very high end of ex¬ 
pectation for us. 

“All of my 81 candidates worked 
exceptionally hard and I send enor¬ 
mous thanks to all their friends, fami¬ 
lies and volunteers who supported 
them. 

“We’ve run a very good, clean cam¬ 
paign and we’ve got an extraordinar¬ 
ily good result for the county council, 
building on our track record of deliv¬ 
ering improved services with a lot less 
public money coming our way from 
central government.” 

As well as romping to a triumph in 
its heartlands in the west of the coun¬ 
ty, the Tories snatched back control of 
purple seats from Ukip in Swale and 
also booted out some high-profile La¬ 
bour councillors, including the 
group’s leader, Gordon Cowan, and 
deputy leader, Roger Truelove. 

Labour won three seats on KCC in 
total, down from 13 in 2013, which is 
surely an indication of public percep¬ 
tion of party leader Jeremy Corbyn. 

Mr Truelove wondered if, with a 
general election around the corner, 
voters would be less inclined to vote 
‘politically’ in the local elections, in¬ 
stead focusing more on the quality of 
the local candidate than they perhaps 
would have done had Theresa May 
not called a snap vote for June 8. 

But clearly the party’s standing na¬ 
tionally has affected voters in Kent 
enough for it to lose 10 seats and Cllr 
Carter admitted he had an element of 
sympathy for those Labour candi¬ 
dates who will no longer be repre¬ 
senting constituents over the coming 
four years. 

“We’ve lost some big personalities,” 
he said. 

“We celebrate our success but we 
do feel for our opponents who have 
given very long and loyal service to

up ground in Kent ahead of this 
election. 

However, one has to wonder how

Chris Britcher speaks to Ben Roddy - best known as theatre’s panto big-hitter 


F OR the thousands of pan¬ 
tomime fans that flock to 
the Marlowe Theatre in 
Canterbury each year for 
its festive slapstick extrav¬ 
aganza, one man more than any 
other has emerged as worthy of the 
ticket price alone. 

Replacing the legendary Dave 
Lee as the pantomime dame in the 
production was never going to be 
easy, but Ben Roddy has pulled off 
the near impossible and established 
himself on a par with the late star. 

But while it would be fun to 
assume he spends his life wearing 
flambouyant dresses while packing 
an enormous bossom, the reality is 
the man behind the ‘bloke in a 
dress’ is an accomplished actor 
who is currently adding another 
string to his bow by bringing a hit 
comedy he has co-produced to the 
Marlowe this week. 


Don’t Dress For Dinner proved a 
big hit when it was staged in 
Eastbourne last summer, and is 
now on what Roddy describes as a 
“two-month muscular tour” of 
regional theatres. 

And it’s going down a storm 
after an opening week in Swansea. 

Starring Roddy alongside Olivier 
Award-winning actress Sara 
Crowe, best known for her roles in 
everything from EastEnders to Four 
Weddings and Funeral, and 
Damian Williams, who impressed 
in the title role in the stage produc¬ 
tion of Being Tommy Cooper, the 
fast-packed farce is penned by Marc 
Camoletti and enjoyed six years on 
London’s West End. 

Explains Roddy: “It’s a genuinely 
funny play. Sara has come on 
board for this run and she’s 
brilliant. She has great comedy 
heritage and is fantastic.” 


Long-time chums with Damian 
Williams, the production has 
allowed Roddy to wear another hat 
rather than just that of actor. 

“In acting there’s no career 
path,” he explains, “most profes¬ 
sions you start at the bottom and 
you work your way to the top. 
Acting is more ebb and flow - so 
naturally you want a little self 
determination when you get older. 

“Eve always worked so this isn’t 
a case of making a job for myself. 
But there is a case of wanting to 
work with people you get on with. 

“There are jobs I want to do and 
people I want to work with, so that 
allows me to do that.” 

Having moved with wife Kate 
- who works for panto producers 
Evolution - and their five-year-old 
son Stan to Canterbury five years 
ago, he admits to being somewhat 
rushed off his feet this year. 


His panto runs have allowed him 
to become good friends with TV 
and radio presenter Stephen 
Mulhern and Roddy will join him 
on his summer tour this year 
again. “I play his comedy side-kick 
which is a role not unfamiliar to 
those who have seen us in panto 
together,” he quips. 

He’s also about to start filming 
British comedy Patrick. While coy 
on the details, the movie, produced 
by Mandie Fletcher - who produced 
Absolutely Fabulous: The Movie, in 
which Roddy also had a role - is set 
to star Jennifer Saunders and her 
daughter Beattie Edmondson. 

Then, of course, it’s back to the 
Marlowe for Peter Pan.

Review: Is Russell still a 
brand worth listening to?

R USSELL Brand is per¬ 
haps the finest example 
of a Marmite character 
in the world of enter¬ 
tainment - loved and 
loathed in equal measure. 

Yet he is also one of the most 
compelling, courtesy of a moun¬ 
tain of charisma, a large dollop of 
intelligence, and whilst packing 
an ego the size of a house, he has 
the ability to off-set that with a 
heavy dose of self-deprecation.. 

And for a man who could fill 
arena-size venues, the prospect of 
him performing in regional 
theatres proved far too much of a 
temptation for many who snapped 
up tickets for his show at the 
Margate Winter Gardens. 

For them, was a nigh-on two 
hour show of high-paced, 
quick-witted, expletive-heavy 
entertainment. 

Brand has the frankly unnerv¬ 
ing ability to be likeable at all 
times. 

The Re:Birth tour has, at its 
heart, his journey to parenthood 
and the responsibilities which 


come with it, but it is a mere theme 
and there’s plenty of all the 
regular topics you would expect 
from a man who has created as 
many headlines in recent years for 
his political commentary as his 
famous sexual appetite. 

So we get lots of views on 
everything from tales of him 
meeting Donald Trump, to that 
famous interview ahead of the 
2015 election with Ed Miliband. 
Nor is he afraid to drop in 
mentions of his short-lived 
marriage to the pop star Katy 
Perry.

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Snice un vour life with Amum's new cookbook 


The cookery writer reveals her parents’ dismay at her career path following release of I Love India... 


W HEN Anjum Anand 
decided to give up a 
steady career in 
business to become 
a full-time foodie, 
her parents weren’t so sure. 

“They were horrified - they’d paid 
for my education, and they had en¬ 
couraged me to make more of my life 
than be in the kitchen. They were 
supportive, but they weren’t enthused 
by it,” the cookery writer recalls. 

After a few years’ graft in profes¬ 
sional kitchens, and the publication 
of a debut cookbook, Indian Every 
Day, when she was 25, Anand won 
her mum and dad over. 

“They kept thinking, ‘She’ll come 
to her senses’. But then when my first 
book came out I think then they real¬ 


ised, Actually, this is great’,” recalls 
Anand, now 45. 

Anand’s career change shouldn’t 
have come as a big surprise though. 

One of three children, growing up 
in London and Switzerland, she was 
“the only one who ever volunteered 
to go to the kitchen”. 

There, Anand developed her love of 
Indian cuisine. 

“I loved cooking. I loved the craft of 
it, I loved the chemistry of it, how you 
take something which doesn’t taste 
good and you add all these bits and 
you cook it and it tastes amazing,” 
she says. 

“I’ve always found it quite medita¬ 
tive, so I would go into the kitchen 
and do whatever I wanted to do, with 
friends or without friends.”

Since Indian Every Day was pub¬ 
lished in 2003, she’s gone on to land 
regular TV appearances, hosting the 
BBC series Indian Food Made Easy, 
and launch her own food range, The 
Spice Tailor. 

She’s been compared to ‘domestic 
goddess’ and fellow glossy-haired TV 
cook Nigella Lawson, over the years - 
something she takes “with a pinch of 
salt”. 

“I know there are some similarities, 
because she was on the cover of a 
magazine and my daughter looked at 
it when she was about two and said, 
‘Oh, Mum!”’ recalls Anand. 

“I think Nigella’s so talented and 
articulate and a great TV presenter, 
she’s fantastic.” 

Her eighth cookbook, I Love India, 


was recently published. 

Inspired by her visits to India, the 
book has sections on street-side tiffin, 
coastal curries and comfort food. 

“I travel to India a fair amount, and 
when I go, I try and taste new region¬ 
al food - foods I haven’t tasted before 
- or just get inspired to make a typical 
Indian dish but with British seasonal 
ingredients.” 

At home in London, Anand gets 
her daughter and son involved in the 
cooking process too, and makes sure 
they celebrate Indian traditions and 
festivals. 

As for her parents? “Looking back 
on the last 15 years, they’re really 
proud,” she says with a smile. “And 
they’re really happy for me that I am 
doing something I enjoy.”

B RITAIN’S van and light 
commercial vehicle 
market has been “re-bal- 
ancing” after booming 
last year, according to the Society 
of Manufacturers and Traders 
(SMMT). 

The industry mouthpiece was 
commenting after a marginal 
decline of less than one per cent in 
the first quarter, following record 
registrations of 2016. 

The decline was in lighter weight 
vans, while bigger load-luggers 
and pick-ups showed healthy 
growth; the market’s overall 
resilience is particularly remark¬ 
able considering understandable 
nervousness about the outcome of 
Brexit negotiations, 

SMMT chief executive Mike 
Hawes said: “The new van market 
has experienced strong levels of 
demand in recent years and this 
dip in registrations represents a 
natural rebalancing of the market. 

“Despite the decline, demand 
remains at an historically high 
level with year-to-date registra¬ 
tions matching 2015’s perform¬ 
ance, which was only exceeded by 
demand in 2016. We expect 
demand to remain stable at this 
high level throughout the year.” 

The continuing uptake of new 
vans is good news for the environ¬ 


ment too, with all vans registered 
now needing to meet strict Euro-6 
emissions regulations. These 
vehicles feature advanced filters to 
capture 99 per cent of soot 
particulates, as well as exhaust 


systems to dramatically cut 
nitrogen oxide emissions. 

There is also increasing demand 
for electric vans, particularly 
effective for operators in urban 
areas where operations may 


involve lots of stops and starts 
through both traffic and deliveries. 
They can also be good for a 
company’s eco image.

Book a test-drive 
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'Van-ity' is all 
the rage now 


F ASHION’S fickle finger has 
poked the van market 
lately, causing a quicker 
turnover of model designs, 
according to market 
watchers at CAP Automotive. 

The shelf life of a van design used 
to last much longer than the faster 
churning car sector, but that’s all 
changed according to CAP: 

“The days when a van was solely 
regarded as a work tool are certainly 
coming to an end. The creep of 
vanity into the van market is a 
mixed blessing. It ensures a more 
dynamic marketplace, with exciting 
and fresh offerings appearing with 
increasing regularity. 

“But it also threatens faster 
depreciation as model ‘shelf life’ 
begins to shorten and end users are 
constantly drawn to the newest 
vehicle on offer.” 

But there is no doubt that van 
operators are asking themselves 
whether their van or fleet says the 
right thing about their operation and 
its employees. 

Does the vehicle look scruffy? Then 
maybe that’s going to put off 


potential customers: remember that 
old saying: “You never get a second 
chance to make a first impression.” 

On the other hand, a newer and 
better kept vehicle should catch the 
eye in a positive way, maybe aided by 
a sharp colour scheme or logo. With 
electric power now viable, might this 
raise your reputation in customers’ 
eyes as well as helping operating 
costs? 

It’s actually not about ‘van-ity’ but 
common sense.

• Size it up - gauging van space and weight 
needs is crucial for small or start-up businesses, 
so opt for one that can grow with your needs. 
Conversely, a bigger and under-used van could 
cripple a fledgling business with higher leasing 
and operating costs. 

• Access - do you need one or two sliding 
doors, and will you have to unload in cramped 
spaces, meaning that twin rear doors will be 
better than a tailgate? 

• Powertrain - you’ll probably want a 
diesel, though electric might be good for your 
firm’s image and operating costs if you cover 
few miles. Opt for an automatic gearbox too for 
urban or stop-start work. 

But if you cram your van and use all of 
its weight capacity, consider a bigger 
engine. 

• Do your research - don’t buy a brand 


just because you like its cars; the van business 
is different. And check which models win 
awards: van media tend to be hard-nosed about 
operating costs, convenience and other aspects 
- awards will be well earned 

• Take a test drive - you or a staff 
member will spend lots of time in the van, so it 
must work well for the regular driver and be 
easy to handle and park. 

• Does it look good? - are appearances 
important to the company image or, the bottom 
line, what will the neighbours or ‘er indoors 
think when it’s parked outside your house? 

• New or used?- a new van is better for 
your business image, and there is the promise 
of greater reliability and no need for an MOT for 
three years, but it costs more to acquire. A good 
compromise is to buy a smart used van with 
warranty from a main dealer though.

The stereotypical 
driver of the white van 
used to be someone with discarded 
drinks bottles and The Sun - open at 
page three - stuffed behind the 
windscreen, looking slightly more 
attractive than his navigator, a 
Staffordshire bull terrier. 

It now appears that such drivers are 
far more discerning...and likely to be a 
woman. 

An AXA Business Insurance survey 
showed he or she is likely to be an 
opera-lover (43 per cent) and probably 
hasn’t been booked for a traffic offence 
in 10 years (60 per cent), despite more 
than half spending at least 10 hours a 
week at the wheel. 

Not surprisingly, the poll showed 
that most van-drivers object to the 
White Van Man label: only 39 per 
cent reckoned it was accurate, and 
only eight per cent owned up to being 
that man. 

In any case, a third of drivers 
surveyed were women, which might 
explain why cooking and gardening 
were high on the list of hobbies, 
although some pastimes go with the 
job - 82 per cent regularly go to a 
football match or watch live on TV, 
hopefully not while driving. 

AA Insurance also researched the 
increasing number of female van 
drivers and found many were 
owner-operators, with female 
florists being a top category for this 
new driving class, dubbed ‘vantrepe- 
neurs’.

CHANGES: Toyota baby gets a major facelift and 
some new engines, and there’s an image-building 
supercharged hot hatch to come 
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TOYOTA set the bar high with the original 
1999-vintage Yaris supermini. 

It became only the second Japanese model to 
win Europe’s coveted Car of the Year award, arch¬ 
rival Nissan having lifted the trophy in 1993 with 
its own supermini star, the Micra. 

But Toyota then faltered with the so-so Mark 2 
Yaris, only to recover with the Mark 3 in 2011, 
now given a major facelift and priced from £12,995. 

The world’s Nol carmaker had already tweaked 
the chassis to deliver the driver feedback that 
makes rivals like the Ford Fiesta, VW Polo and 
Vauxhall Corsa so popular, but this made the 
Yaris ride harder. 

Toyota has countered this with work to improve 
on-road refinement, paying particular attention to 
the petrol-electric hybrid model (from £16,195). 

Now an all five-door line-up, the interior also looks 
funkier and higher quality; the smart touchscreen 
housing on a coloured facia looks particularly smart. 

But the biggest news is on the engine front, 
where a llObhp 1.5-litre petrol engine replaces the 
old 99bhp 1.33 unit, delivering more performance 
with better economy (58.9mpg combined), while a 
scorching halo version, the GRMN - inspired by 
Toyota’s Gazoo Racing rally stable - arrives later, 
with a six-second 0-62mph time predicted. 


From a company seemingly obsessed with 
cultivating a green image, this surprise hot 
hatch with a supercharged 205bhp 1.8-litre pet¬ 
rol unit should give the Yaris more kudos in a 
hard-fought sector. 

The Yaris has always had decent headroom in the 
back, while fore and aft adjustment of the rear seats 


- a feature pioneered in this class by the Mark I - de¬ 
livers a balance of legroom and boot space, with the 
latter rising to 286 litres, one of the best in class. 

The Yaris’s known qualities as a trouble-free 
and economical supermini backed by Toyota’s 
five-year/100,000-mile warranty, will also help 
sales.

H aving allowed its 
supermini hero to 
become a zero, Nissan is 
set to reverse the process. 
The latest and newly- 
launched Micra is bold and entertain¬ 
ing to behold and drive; what a shame 
we had to wait so long for it. 

It used to be Nissan’s best known 
model and even won the European 
Car of the Year award in 1993, the 
first time a Japanese marque 
managed this feat. And the UK 
embraced the car even more for its 
then ‘homegrown’ status as a product 
of Nissan’s Sunderland plant. 

But it all went wrong with the 
2010 fourth generation Micra; 
intended to be all things to all men 
across the globe, it was deemed too 
staid and fuddy-duddy in the UK and 
attracted customers to match.

The lively petrol turbo is the star, 
though the three-cylinder unit 
develops that format’s all too familiar 
‘angry pheasants under the bonnet’ 
racket when revved, making the 
diesel comparatively refined, though

its extra weight mars the newcomer’s 
nimbleness and there’s a £1,330 
upfront premium.
